Yung-woo  met  this  morning  to  discuss  the  Six-Party  Talks  and 
the  "next  stage  of  work."

Dalai  Lama  Visits  Italy

The 
Dalai  Lama  is  not  a purely  religious  figure,  but  rather  a 
political  figure  engaged  in  activities  aimed  at  "splitting 
the  motherland." 

70th  Anniversary  of  the  Nanjing  Massacre 


15.  China  commemorates  today,  the  seventieth  anniversary  of 
the  "Nanjing  Massacre,"  for  the  benefit  of  history,  said  the 
spokesman  when  a reporter  raised  the  topic.  Qin  promoted 
"taking  history  as  a mirror  for  the  benefit  of  the  future"  as 
China-Japan  relations  continue  to  develop  on  a positive 
track,  so  that  the  two  countries  can  enjoy  "friendship  from 
generation  to  generation." 

Greece-Macedonia  Talks 


1_6 . China  hopes  Greece  and  Macedonia  can  handle  their  name 
dispute  through  consultations  in  a way  that  is  conducive  to 
long-term  peace  in  the  Balkan  region,  said  Qin  in  response  to 
a Xinhua  Agency  reporter's  question.  China  accepts  any 
agreement  reached  by  Greece  and  Macedonia. 

Chinese  Students  Brawl  in  Canada? 
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17.  The  spokesman  has  not  heard  reports  of  fighting  between 
Chinese  and  Canadian  students  in  Canada  referred  to  by  a 
Phoenix  TV  reporter.
